The au- 
dience under the lives were hushed 
into unwonted silence.

He louched the 
places of the nails in His blessed 
hands and feet, Of the spear in His 
side. He showed how His S'lered 
head was crowned with I horns, 
while the blood trickled down His 
hallowed face. Then he stood still 
before the silent multitude with 
his hands outstretched like one nail- 
ed toa cross. It was the cross itself 

preaching. Noi an eye wandered
